In reference to our conversation 
on Dr. Brodie this morning, and the loss we have experienced 
through his death, I would emphasize the fact that he was 
without a peer as an experimental Physiologist, There was 
no one who was so varied in his experiences in this line, 
and, had he lived ten years or so longer, he would, prac- 
tically, be the Doyen of Experimental Physiology in America, 
if not in all the English-speeking world. 

The University has, therefore, lost 
in his death, not only a very valued member of the staff, 
but also a representative before the scientific world, who 
would have added lustre to the University in the years to 
come, had Fate willed otherwise. 

When the question of making an 
appointment to the Chair, nine years ago, was under consider- 


ation between us, I pointed out then what were the necessary 
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qualifications for the holder of the Chair, from a purely

scientific standpoint, Dr. Brodie possessed all those 
qualifications and he amply justified the appointment made 
It is now going to be very difficult 
indeed to find a successor who will approach him in these 
qualifications, as I see no one at present in sight, who 
is qualified and at the same time available, It may be 
necessary, therefore, to delay for a year, if not for two 
years, the filling of the Chair, although it means a 
resumption on my part of a charge and of activities, which 
I thought eight years ago I should never again have to be 


responsible for or to exercise,

GENERAL REGULATIONS 


GOVERNING 


THE AWARD FOR 1917 OF THE STUDENTSHIPS AND 
FELLOWSHIPS INSTITUTED BY THE HONORARY 
ADVISORY COUNCIL FOR SCIENTIFIC AND _IN- 
DUSTRIAL RESEARCH OF THE DOMINION OF 
CANADA. 


A Regulations Governing Studentships 


ie These studentships are intended, not to facilitate 
attendance on ordinary collegiate studies, but to enable 
students, who have passed through a college curriculum 
and have given distinct evidence of capacity for original 
research, to continue the prosecution of science with the 
view to aiding its advance or its application to the 
industries of the country. These studentships are open 
to men and women. 


2: The studentships are each of the value of $600 for the 
first year and of $750 for the second year. The con- 
tinuation of the studentship for a second year is 
dependent on the work done in the first year being 
satisfactory to the Advisory Council. 


3. Application for a studentship must be made by the 
candidate to the Advisory Council. He shall, with his 
application, submit a complete record of his academic 
career and recommendations from the president of his 
university or institution, the head of the department 
with which he was connected, and the professor or 
instructor under whom he worked. He shall state the

institution at which he prefers to study, and the general 
line of work to be followed. The application will be 
considered and decided upon by the Advisory Council 
or by a special committee appointed by the same. 


The candidates must be British subjects, resident in 
Canada or graduates of Canadian universities, and must 
be between the ages of twenty and thirty-two years. 


A candidate must (1) be a bona fide graduate of a 
university or college in which special attention is given 
to scientific study, or (2) have received an equivalent 
training in an institution possessing adequate facilities 
of a scientific character for providing such training. 


The departments of science in which capacity for 
research will be accepted as qualifying for a studentship 
are: Biology (economic), Chemistry, Engineering, Geo- 
logy, Metallurgy, Mineralogy and Physics. 


The candidate must indicate high promise of capacity 
for advancing science or its application by original 
research. Evidence of this capacity is strictly required, 
this being the main qualification for a studentship. The 
most suitable evidence is a satisfactory account of a 
research already performed. 


Studentships may be held at any Canadian university 
or institution approved by the Advisory Council during 
the first year, but the research may, during the second 
year, be carried on in some scientific laboratory or works. 


The principal work of the holder of a studentship 
must be a research in some branch of science, the exten- 
sion of which is important to the national industries. 


Students are required to devote themselves for a 
period of at least nine months of each year wholly to 
the objects of the studentships, and are forbidden to 
hold any position of emolument or to engage in teaching.

Students are required to furnish reports of their 
work at the end of each half year of the tenure of their 
studentships. At the expiration of each year of student- 
ship the reports of the student are referred to an 
authority on the subject treated, who furnishes an 
opinion thereon to the Advisory Council. 


The studentship stipend is payable in two equal 
instalments, on September 15th and February Ist. 


Regulation Regarding Research Fellowships. 


The research fellowships are of the value of $1,000 
for the first year, and of $1,200 for the second year if 
the Advisory Council should decide to extend the fellow- 
ship over two years. 


Fellowships are only awarded to those who, either 
through previous tenure of a studentship, or otherwise, 
have shown a high capacity for research on some problem 
the extension of which is of importance to the national 
industries of Canada. 


Applications for fellowships should be made in a 
manner similar to those for studentships.
